Speaker Discusses 


Contemporary Art 


Contemporary art tries to grap- 
ple with the new realities that we 
are confronted with, said Gordon 
Washburn, director of the Carnegie 
Museum in Pittsburgh in an April 
10 lecture in Edwards Auditorium 
sponsored by the Art Department. 

Mr. Washburn, former director 
of the Rhode Island School of De- 
sign Museum, said the dominant 
int of view of our time is irra- 
nalism and irrationality occurs 
when art loses its clarity as to the 
images in it.
